Widely Known Colorade Character of 
Early Days Goes on His Last 
Hunting Trip. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
FLORENCE (Colo.) Nov. 4&.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) William Perkins. 
widely known as “Moccasin Bill.” is 
dead. He was % years of age, and 
hunted, trapped and fished with Buf- 
falo Ril. He was born in Princeton, 
Ind. He came to Colorado for the gov- 
érnment to watch the movements of 
the Indians. His body shows numer- 
ous scare from the red men's arrows. 
In 19656, “Moccasin Bill prospected 
Pike's Peak for gold. He dug pros- 
pect holes in the ground, where Crip- 

ple Creek now is. 

While proepecting for gold on the 
Spanish Peaks, his feet were frozen. 
He took some buckskin and wrapped 
it around them. The leather seemed 
to grow to his ekin, and being unavic 
to take it off. he bound on more buck- 
skin uattl he had his feet wrapped to 
they measured nearly two fee. lm 
length and six inches in width. 

He was the most noted bear hunter 
in the States, having killed 360° of 
them. Two years ago he killed «a 
bear near Montrose that weighed 1100 
pounds.

The cormittee has made public a state- 
ment asking for contributions and there 
ie no doubt that all that is necessary 
for the present will be provided at 
ence. it is intended to raise a fund 
sufficient to make the Indians comfort. 
able during the winter and to 
them with seed which should be sowed 
now in order to produce crops for next 
year.
